Who  wants  to  be  one-eyed?  < 
Admittedly,  the  shirt  salesman 
with  the  black  patch  on  his  eye 
has  captalixed  right  well  on  his 
limitation.  But  a  possible  im¬ 
plication  of  Mt.  6:22-23  is  that 
to  be  one-eyed  is  preferable: 
“If  thine  eye  be  single,  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light 
...  If  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  full  of  dark¬ 
ness.” 

Of  course,  Jesus  is  speaking 
metaphorically;  and  metaphor 
always  requires  interpretation- 
In  this  case,  moreover,  Jesus 
uses  a  mixed  metaphor,  and 
the  meaning  is  complicated  all 
the  more.  One  would  naturally 
expect  "single  eye”  to  be  con¬ 
trasted  with  “double  eye.”  In¬ 
stead,  of  “double  eye”  Jesus 
uses  “evil  eye,” 

Origin  Cited 

Perhaps  this  is  the  origin  of 
the  expression  “evil  eye.”  Ac¬ 
cording  to  popular  superstition, 
one  who  has  an  evil  eye  can 
put  a  “hex”  on  you  and  thus 
imperil  even  your  life.  A1  Capp 
created  a  character  in  his  comic 
strip  “Li’l  Abner”  who  could 
smite  his  victims  with  a  “double 
whammy”  and  destroy  them  at 
a  glance.

The  Baptist  Record  is  82  years  old,  having  been  start¬ 
ed  as  the  official  organ  of  Mississippi  Baptists  in  1877.  The 
first  editor  was  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrelt  who  distinguished  him¬ 
self  as  a  Southern  Baptist  leader  and  later  became  known 
as  the  “great  Baptist  commoner.” 

Other  editors  who  followed  Dr.  Gambrell  were  J.  A. 
Hackett,  J.  B.  Searcy,  T.  J.  Bailey,  P.  L  LW*  ^1* 
Goodrich,  and  W.  C.  Fields.  These  were  great  and  good 
men.  Under  their  direction  this  Baptist  Record  has  been  an 
instrument  of  great  service  in  Mississippi  and  Southern 
Baptist  life.  Today  it  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  in¬ 
fluential  state  papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

To  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  these  men,  and  to  sit  in  the 
editorial  chair  occupied  by  them  presets  a  challenge  of 
gigantic  proportions.

State  Conventions  are  not 
made  up  of  associations  nor  is 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  an  aggregation  or  combin¬ 
ation  of  State  Conventions.

and  know  that  I  do  not  mean  to 
infer  any  gradation  of  authority 
or  any  ecclesiastical  system  a- 
mong  Baptists.

Uy  •uoclttes  himself  with  a 
church.  He  agrees  to  voluntar¬ 
ily  cooperate  with  other  baptis¬ 
ed  believer*  in  the  church.  Like¬ 
wise,  churches  voluntarily  coop¬ 
erate  with  other  churches  with- 
in  an  area  known  as  *n  associa¬ 
tion.  Churches  also  agree  to  co¬ 
operate  in  the  area  of  the  State 
Convention  work  and  they  agree 
to  cooperate  in  the  convention- 


in  meetings  among  our  de¬ 
nominational  leaders,  in  our 
state  papers  and  from  our  pas¬ 
tors,  we  often  hear  the  expres¬ 
sions,  “church  level,”  "associa¬ 
tion  Level,"  “state  level”  and 

“convention-wide 

really  do  we  L- 
our 


level.”  But 
have  “levels"  in 
Baptist  work? 

I  have  used  this  expression 
for  years,  so  I  am  doing  self- 
criticism  as  these  lines  are  writ¬ 
ten.  I  am  well  aware  of  what  is 
meant  by  our  Baptist  leaders 
and  know  that  I  do  not  mean  to 
infer  any  gradation  of  authority 
or  any  ecclesiastical  system  a- 
mong  Baptists.  I  do  not  believe 
that  others  would  do  so. 

yet,  when  I  read  the  usual 
pattern  of  criticisms  that  are 
made  of  our  convention  work, 
I  see  that  our  manner  of  speak¬ 
ing  may  contribute  to  the  erron¬ 
eous  conceptions  of  the  breth- 


tion  an  aggregation  or  combin¬ 
ation  of  State  Conventions.  All 
of  the  Baptist  organizations  be¬ 
yond  the  churches  result  from 
cooperation  of  churches  work¬ 
ing  within  “areas  of  coopera¬ 
tion.” 

Prefers  “Area” 

We  therefore  submit  that 
"area”  is  a  much  better  term 
than  “level,”  relating  to  the  type 
of  cooperation  we  do.  As  our 
own  esteemed  State  Secretary, 
Dr.  Chester  L  Quarles,  has  so 
aptly  said,  “ALL  CHURCHES 
ARE  ON  THE  SAME  LEVEL.” 
We  do  not  work  on  “levels.”  We 
work  together  in  “areas”  — 
“church  area,”  “state  area,” 
“convention-wide  area.”  This 
suggestion  is  submitted  to  the 
brethren  with  the  conviction
